I do recall one twit trying to move 
one up to 155 mhz and finally we ordered a whole new set of coils for him 
because he had pruned the existing ones to who knows what resonant freq. !

Make that a sample size of five. Brought a Heath IG-102 RF signal 

generator (in nearly mint shape with manual) at a local swap last weekend. 

This unit covers from 100 kc to 110 mc in six bands (to 200mc with 

calibrated harmonics). All bands except the highest frequency band uses slug- 
tuned coils. And all these had to be turned in a bit to increase the inductance 
in order to get the unit calibrated. The highest frequency band on the other 
hand had to be calibrated by stretching the coil a bit.

That is true, but it goes further than that. With the disclaimer that I'm 
not an attorney, I had a run-in with the copyright law about a year ago. 

I was running a BBS for local area bicyclists and had a published article 
about GEAR 1993 (a national bicycling event) posted with the author's 
permission, clearly with a copyright post and the author's byline. A user 
on the BBS took the article, editied out the authors name and published it 
in a local club newsletter under his own name. Unfortunately, although 


the copyright was valid, neither the author or the publication (BICYCLE 
USA) registered it. According to the attorney I spoke to on the author's 
behalf, sanctions including attorney fees are specified by law and 
copyright attorneys will take those cases on a contingency basis in a 
heartbeat. The bottom line is that the guy got screwed and got nothing, 
not even an apology, because he didn't have the means to retain an 
attorney to take a chance on the whims of the court to get a judgement 
against the (alleged) plagiarist.

Well I couldn't resist to reply on this either. I too had issues with this 
with regard to a project I was doing with the federal government. This was 
1988 time frame so they may have changed the laws, although I do not think 
so. We had a few lawyers involved and the problem was the reproduction of 
manuals. As a result of that I got very familiar with the law and found it 
really depends what media type it is. For example software, copyright has to 
be applied for... 

However, proving the idea was taken from someone else's program is really 
tough. If the author of the software did not copyright the algorithm then 
its rather hard unless you copy the program line by line and put your name 
on it. Unless the software out there is very new many programs are written 
based on many algorithms that have been put into the public domain 
many years ago. So if your program deviates by one or two lines it is very 
difficult to win on copyright infringements. 

Documents can have portion reproduced providing it is for educational 


purposes. Education is a loose term with regards that it doesn't have to be 
a institution. Additionally the law (and I am not a lawyer either), doesn't 
define the specific quantity of the term PORTION. If you reproduce an idea 
that is copyrighted and you claim it is yours than you are liable. But lets 
say I reprint a portion of a manual in a newsletter and provide where it 
came from and this newsletter was an amateur radio newsletter used for 
educational purposes, I dont have to get permission as long as it was a free 
newsletter and I can prove it was used for educational purposes. 

Many think that copyrighting is protection from a work being used with 
out the authors permission but thats not always the case. 

Video on the other hand is different in that it was difficult to 
reproduce portions for use in other works. This is changing drastically and 
I would think the law will change if it hasn't already to more clearly 
define what can be reproduced. With computer graphics one could encode a 
movie or video work and change it enough to look like a new work but was 
really the essence of something old. Under the current law it would be real 
hard to prove otherwise. Take for example, Forest Gump, since all the 
footage mated into the picture were news events the copyright would not 
apply. Although they did acquire it from a company who had archived it, so 
they may have paid a residual on it. But one could do a Chaplin or a Fatty 
Arbuckle in a new work and I am not sure it would stand up to the current 
law.

Use GC Strip-X. This is a methylene chloride paint 
remover, and is the only stuff I know of that will reliably strip wire 
enamel without making the wire brittle. Let it soak for a couple of 
minutes, then wipe it off, followed by a good water rinse with a Q-tip 
so that you don't leave residue. The end will tin easily for solder 
connection.

Over the weekend I tried to cure the sticky 16-32 MC slug rack 
by following the suggestion to loosen the screws in thetriangular 
plates that hold the threaded alignment screws. 


Didn't do a lick of good. 


Now, it just occurred to me that maybe I should have loosened all 
three plates at once, to let out any mutual misalignment between slugs. 
(I did loosen both screws on each plate at the same time :-). 


Remains to be seen how much all this will mess up the electrical alignment, 
which gets pretty sensitive on the high ranges. 


I haven't tried unhooking the springs and cleaning and waxing the slugs 

yet -- there seems to be some concern that the wax could get gooey 

or sticky after a while. And that cleaning fluids (including terpentine to 
remove sticky wax) might dissolve the slugs. 


Any brave soul try it yet? What sort of binders were used to hold powerdered 
iron slugs together? Has the formula changed since the late '40s?
